(INS) — Economic Stabilizer 
Eric Johnston warned Con 
gress today that a failure to 
“tax hard” immediately “will 
be perilous to our country’s 
strength and safety.” 
Johnston told the Ways and 
Means Committee, which is coo 
sidering President Truman’s new 
tax request, that “at least $10,000,- 
000,000 hi additional taxes will be 
required.” Johnston added: 
“To delay action on such a bill, 
in my judgement, will endanger 
the government’s fiscal position 
through rising debt and through 
higher prices to military goods. 
“Delay will also hurt the wel­ 
fare of our whole economy and 
will undermine the integrity of 
the dollar.” 
Sees Stabilising

questioning, 
Johnston told the committee that 
he believes prices will be stabi­ 
lised by mid-summer and that it 
will be possible to hold that line 
for tbs remainder of the year. He 
Mid: 
"Our objective Is clear, 
as

price level which can be held. We 
intend to take whatever measures 
ere within our power to hold this 
level, and to ask Congress for such 
additional authority as we may 
find we need.” 
The economic stabilizer told the 
committee that the U.S. standard 
of living this year “will probably 
be slightly lower than last year.

fccONOMY WITHOUT PAIN 
Taxes, far from painless now, are going to be increased 
pntil it really hurts. After that is done, President Truman has 
announced, he intends to call for still another increase—the 
third in less than a year. 
There is plenty of economy talk in Congress, suggesting 
that the pain of the third raise can be avoided if non-essential 
expenditures of 'government are cut. Senator Byrd is con 
vinced as much as $9,000,000.000 can be saved that way. 
But will it he? The record shows that after Congressmen 
get through logrolling to get their pet projects included in 
appropriations bills, large-scale economy tends to become a 
casualty. 
Former President Herbert Hoover recently discussed 
economy, and he said a mouthful. In a letter to Senator Lodge, 
he estimated that more than $5,000,000,000 a year might be 
saved if Congress adopted all the suggestions of the commis­ 
sion on Organization of the Executive Branch of the Govern­ 
ment, better known as the Hoover Commission. It would be 
hard to think of a time, certainly, when savings would be more 
welcome. 
Mr. Hoover says that less than 50 per cent of the Hoover 
Commission’s recommendations have been adopted so far. 
Other measures he urges would help attract better adminis­ 
trators and specialists—potentially a source of big savings. 
Efficiency reforms are urgently needed, he points out, in such 
fields as water resources development, public works, veterans’ 
administration, federal medical programs, the Department of 
Agriculture, and the politics-ridden Post Office Department. 
All these proposals have encountered considerable oppo­ 
sition by interested parties. That is why they haven’t been 
adopted. But the taxpayer, with one bite just taken out of his 
hide and two more in prospect, is an interested party, too. If 
he knows what’s good for him, he’ll make his voice heard. 


WHERE LENIN WAS RIGHT 
Reports of outbreaks of “Titoism” behind the Iron Cur 
tain are in the category of rumors rather than of facts. If they 
turn out to be true, they may add up to one of the big news 
stories of 1951.

THE ONE-ROOM SCHOOL- 
HOUSE 
Of all school buildings through­ 
out the United States, lour out of 
10 are one-room buildings. 
Forty 
years ago the ration was eight out 
of 10. In most of these one-room 
buildings there is one teacher for 
all the six grades. 
On the average, the teacher of 
these one-room schools is less well 
trained than the average teacher. 
With so many different grades she 
can't devote as much time to each 
child as he deserves nor can the 
children here have as much spe­ 
cial stimulation in art, music and 
the like as children in so-called 
graded schools. But if the teach­ 
er only realized her opportunities 
she could more easily set each 
child to do what he is able to do 
than if she were teaching in a sin­ 
gle grade. 
She also could have 
the children of a higher grade read 
to-and help the children a few 
grades lower. 
A few wise teach­ 
ers do this very thing with great 
effect.Watching and Listening 
Then some children in this one- 
room school learn very much by 
watching and listening to what 
the children of the higher or low­ 
er grades, especiaUy of the higher 
grades, do. 
Some other children 
are distracted in this way and 
neglect their own regular lessons. 
Now, 
any 
person who concen­ 
trates will despite many distrac­ 
tions tend to grow in concentra­ 
tion habits and profit from the ex­ 
perience. 
But so many children 
don’t, alas, and grow more scatter­ 
brained. 
In any one-room school 
there must be some of these un­ 
fortunate children. They are not 
at all dull. 
They may excel in 
mentality indeed. But unless they 
learn better habits of concentra­ 
tion they will lag in school success. 
Of an only child, a daughter 
nine years old in the fourth grade, 
who in her first three grades had 
won high marks at school, the 
mother writes:

“She seems in good health and 
weighs correctly for her height. 
“This child is not undernour­ 
ished. She is an only child. We 
have always been good to her. 
Here at home nothing is ever said 
that she doesn’t hear it and know 
ail about it, if she is in hearing 
distance.” 
Regular Play Period 
In substance, here is how I 
answered this mother by letter. 
Assign her one or ¿wo regular jobs 
at home which she must, do 
promptly. 
Work out with her a 
regular period when she can play.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 14.—One greet blunder of World War 
II Was to let ourselves be captivated by the slogan of unconditional 
surrender”—end, strange to say, the same captivity now threatens us 
in Korea. 
For within the past several weeks we have won two signal vic­ 
tories over Red China. We have wrung from the United Nations an 
unwilling but satisfying indictment of aggression against Red China. 
That was a moral and diplomatic victory, and we can trade upon it. 
Meanwhile we have stabilized the MacArthur Line where we are cur­ 
rently inflicting 10 to 1 casualties on the enemy. This is a clear mili­ 
tary’ victory, the only kind that our outnumbered forces can possibly 
win. 
Shall we use these twin victories to launch an unconditional sur­ 
render drive? Or shall we negotiate for a reasonable settlement on tha 
strength of our favorable position? 
Not Academic Questions 
These are not academic questions. Any day now Secretary Acheson 
may be forced to admit that there’s no longer any sense in refusing 
to use the troops of Nationalist China now on Formosa. We do not 
need Chiang Kai Shek’s help to stay in Korea. But we need his help 
if y/t are to make all-out war on Red China. Before we come to any 
decision, a debit-credit ledger on the Korean adventure might be in 
order. 
1 Debit: We have suffered nearly 50,000 casualties and com­ 
mitted nearly $20 billioit in this undeclared war. We have devastated 
the Korean peninsula and have lost the President’s gamble that Red 
China would not intervene. We have also lost the political fellowship 
of India, the biggest non-Communist country ^n Asia. We have let slip 
our leadership over a substantial bloc of smaller Asian-Arabian na­ 
tions, and we have barely held our diplomatic grip on Britain, France 
and other European countries who voted so unwillingly for the 
aggressor indictment. 
2. Credit: Despite the early winter defeats and retreats, we still 
hold most of South Korea. There is no doubt that we can stay in 
Korea and bleed the enemy if we are willing to keep on losing Ameri­ 
can boys. We have demonstrated that we can crack the whip In the UN, 
although we may not be able to do it again. We have proved that 
aggression is very costly to the aggressor. We have subtracted fully 
half a million soldiers, and maybe that many civilians, from the Korean 
trouble spot. We have benefitted by the Korean experience to the 
extent that we have begun preparations fof World War III: 
Unfinished Business 
3. Unfinished business: In this category we must place an item 
which cannot as yet be listed on the debit or the credit side. We 
have learned that “Asia for the Asiatics” is not merely a Communist 
motto. It is the motto of India and of the Far East-Middlp East bloc 
which has been dragging its feet at Lake Success. It was the motto 
of Imperialist Japan and of scores of Asian uprisings against “foreign 
devils” down through the centuries. Nothing could be more stupid 
than a refusal to admit that this anti-Western feeling exists among our 
friends as well as among our foes. 
Knowledge is power and we can use this knowledge—that nobody 
loves us in Asia—to good effect. It should stand high on our list of 
reasons for considering what to do about the Korean War. For here is 
proof that the human race is not One World but Many Worlds. Why 
should that surprise us in America? Do we like foreigners? Don’t we 
have immigration laws and a Monroe Doctrine? Internationalism is 
not a good reason for a fight to the finish in Asia, for the Asians do 
not want internationalism. They want regionalism, just as we do. That 
is a fundamental fact which our Korean adventure should have 
taught us. 
_

Regionalism, not internationalism, is shaping up to be the way 
of the world. Even white we fight in Korea, our attention is drawn 
toward Europe and the regional pact known as the North Atlantic 
Alliance. If we pull out of Korea on the wings of y temporary moral- 
military victory, it will not be the forces of Red China which have 
driven us out. It will be the spirit of regionalism, expressed by India 
and her followers, which h ar proved what a useless war we are fight­ 
ing there. 
. „ „ 
Anything less than unconditional conquest of all Korea ’would be 
a come-down from the high horse we were riding last September. But 
we have learned a good deal about Asia and Asiatics since then It 
is regionalism which we should encourage there, just as we should 
cultivate it on our, own side of the earth. Internationalism is not for 
anybody except the Communists.

Dental Decay 
Is Discussed 


M easures To Be 
Taken To Prevent 
Tooth Decay Given 


A panel of six prom inent .dental 
authorities has asked the coopera­ 
tion of the general public in com­ 
bating one of the most common 
of all health problems — dental 
decay. 
Scientists participating in the 
University of Illinois College of 
Dentistry's postgraduate extension' 
program this week pointed out 
that adequate measures for the 
prevention and control of dental 
decay 
now 
are 
available. 
U n ­ 
fortunately. however, no easy way 
has been developed, and it is only 
through 
rigid 
self-discipline 
on 
the part of the patient that the 
incidence of decay 
can be re­ 
duced. 
These thoughts and recom men­ 
dations were expressed during a 
two-hour discussion on the sub­ 
ject, 
“Preventive 
D entistry’ , 
which was transm itted from Chi­ 
cago by telephone by the A m er­ 
ican 
Telephone 
and 
Telegraph 
Company. Lawrenoe County Den­ 
tal Society and 257 other dental 
societies in the United States and 
Canada heard the broadcast. 
Participants were Drs. Allan G. 
Brodie, 
Robert 
G. 
Kesel, 
and 
Maury Massler of the University 
of Illinois. Dr. Philip E. Blackerby, 
J r 
of the W. K. Kellogg Founda­ 
tion. and Dr. K enneth A. Easlick 
of the University of Michigan. 
There are three methods that 
have proved effective in reducing 
the incidence of dental decay. The 
most e ffe c tiv e ^ the moderation 
or restriction of sugar consump­ 
tion at meal tim e and the elim ­ 
ination of eating sugar-containing 
substances between meals. 
Other Methods 
O ther acceptable methods are 
brushing the teeth diligently im­ 
m ediately after eating and 
the 
topical application o f a two per 
cent sodium fluoride solution to 
the clean dried tooth surface by 
the dentist. 
Unfortunately, 
these 
accepted 
methods are either time-consum­ 
ing or unpalatable. They either 
require 
the 
individual 
to 
deny 
him self som ething that he greatly 
•njoys, such as sugar, or ask him 
to perform consistently and con­ 
scientiously a time-consuming op­ 
eration, such as tooth brushing or 
topical applications. 
At 
the 
present 
time, 
dental 
science is continuing its search for 
something that can be introduced 
into routine living that will not 
require thought, action, or denial. 
One of the most promising is the 
fluoridation of drinking w ater as a 


mass control method by cities and 
Communities. Preliminary evidence 
has indicated that artificial fluori­ 
dation of drinking water is as ef­ 
fective in reducing decay as is 
national fluoridation, which has 
achieved between 40 and 50 per­ 
cent reduction in many communi­ 
ties. 
Other promising leads are the 
so-called 
t o o t h 
impregnation 
method which involves zinc chlor­ 
ide or silver nitrate, and the use 
of the new ammoniated, penicillin, 
and chlorophyll tooth pastes and 
tooth powders. 
These methods, 
however, either have not been 
tested over a long enough time 
in controlled studies on sufficient 
numbers of people to establish 
their validity, or 'the possibility 
of their hazardous effects has not 
been eliminated.

still retain price protection,

added.

The suspension is designed pri­ 
marily to rebuild reserve stocks 
of the two grains. Zehner said. 
Current com requirements are 
so heavy, he explained, • that re­ 
serve supplies will be depleted 
substantially by October. 
Livestock are being fed more 
corn than usual this year because 
of increased numbers, he said, and ; 
because a substantial part of the 
1950 com belt crop fell in quality 
because of frost and other damage. 
Zehner emphasized that farmers 
should not plow up acreage which 
in the interests of conservation 
would be better off left in hay or 
pasture or other essential crops. 
“Livestock need pasture as well 
as feed grain.” he pointed out, 
“and each 
farmer should make 
sure that more wheat and com on 
his land will not do violence to 
continuing needs for soil conserva­ 
tion.” 
Zehner stressed the value of 
renovation to boost the yield of 
permanent pastures and thus in­ 
crease their conservation value. 
Renovation, through use of lime 
and fertilizer and seeding with 
adapted legumes and grasses, will 
ease the pressure on feed concen­ 
trate*, he said.

New Approach To Problem 
Of Controlling Tiny Virus

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 14— 
A revolutionary new approach to 
the problem of controlling the tiny, 
invisible — but death-dealing — 
virus, responsible for polio as well 
as a host of other diseases, was an­ 
nounced by an Indiana University 
scientist. 
He is Dr. Randall L. Thompson, 
professor of bacteriology in the 
university’s school of medicine. 
A feverish search has long been 
in progress in research institutions 
and pharmaceutical manufacturing 
laboratories for an antibiotic that 
could attack and wipe out the virus 
legions. 
Dr. Thompson emphasized that 
his method is still in the highly- 
experimental stage and to date has 
been used only on rats. There is, 
he explained, absolutely no assur­ 
ance that it will be effective 
against viruses in man despite its 
promise. 
Dramatic Weapon 
The antibiotics, ranging from 
penicillin, the oldest, to aureomy- 
cin, terramycin and chloromycetin, 
the newest, have given medicine a 
potent and dramatic weapon in the 
fight against bacteria. 
Unfortunately, however, t h e y 
have been unable to control or halt 
virus infections, with the excep­ 
tion of virus pneumonia—caused 
by a virus larger than ordinary and 
considered by some scientists s 
bacteria rather than a virus. 
The Indiana scientist and his col­ 
leagues decided to approach the 
problem from another attack. 
Painstakingly, they grew and 
studied cultures of the virus which 
causes smallpox in an effort to 
learn as much about its habits as 
they could. 
Specifically, they were inter­ 
ested in its feeding habits. 
“The theory is.” Dr. Thompson 
explained, "that if the virus could 
be deprived of vitally needed nu­ 
trition we could halt its growth 
and development.” 
Different Tests Made 
Different antibiotics were tested 
to determine which did the job 
most effectively. 
Then the viruses were injected 
in rats and they were given doses 
of the various drugs and the results 
noted. 
Dr. Thompson said that all he 
can say at this time is that the re­ 
sults are “promising.” 
He said a full and formal report 
on his research will be made late 
next month in Cleveland at the an­ 
nual meeting of the Federated 
American Societies for Experimen­ 
tal Biology. 
In answer to a direct question 
whether the method might not also 
be effective against polio, Dr. 
Thompson replied: 
“There is always a possibility 
and a hope that something will be 
discovered for fighting poliomyel­ 
itis.” 
Similar Approach 
Interestingly enough, the work 
of Dr. Thompson and his colleagues 
is very similar to the approach be­ 
ing pressed by many scientists 


seeking the solution to the cancer 
riddle. 
Cancer is the result of some 
s u b t l e transformation in t h e 
growth regulation mechanism of 
the cell which causes it literally to 
run amok and “devour” its non- 
malignant neighbors by depriving 
them of nutrition. 
Dr. Harvey Kidder, an Amherst 
University biologist, experimented 
with primitive single-celled organ­ 
isms several years ago and dis­ 
covered that the one vital.com ­ 
ponent of their diet was a protein 
known as guanine acid. Guanazolo, 
an anti-guanlne factor, halted their 
growth. 
He was able, with guanazolo, to 
halt the growth of tumors experi­ 
mentally in mice. The drug was 
not successful, however, in tests on 
human beings. 
It is reported still under investi­ 
gation at 'Memorial Hospital, New 
York. 
Other scientists are known to be 
working along similar lines in can­ 
cer research. 
Adaption of this method to the 
attack on viruses, however, Is new 
and poses the possibility of open­ 
ing a whole new technique for con­ 
trolling organisms which cause 
death and disease.
